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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In the claims a apparatus programmed to execute a trade in an immunizing instrument having a second 
sensitivity value substantially equal in magnitude and opposite in value of the first sensitivity value; 
and programmed to execute a trade a qualifying instrument having a third sensitivity value substantially 
equal to the first Sensitivity value, thereby reducing earnings volatility in derivative account wherein a 
change in mark-to-market value of the derivative account is accounted for through quarterly earnings is 
vague and indefinite as to if the processor is programmed to account for the reduction in earnings. 
Moreover, it is not clear how the system determines whether to execute the trade without instructions to 
determine the immunizing instrument based on a stored database of accounting rules characterizing 
changes in value of the immunizing instrument as subject to accounting as earnings, and instructions to 
determine the qualifying instrument based on the stored database of accounting rules characterizing 
changes in value of the qualifying instrument as subject to accountings as other comprehensive income 
(OCI). 

Amending claims 16 with the language of claim 17 will place this case in condition for 
allowance.
